To what Purpofe 
have all their Complaints been for many Years? Lam 
forry to have it to fay, their Complaints have been 
without Redrefs, or fo much, except once, as an 
Attempt of Redrefs 
Tue unhappy Artizans in Wool, Sir, cannot but 
think their Reprefentatives look upon them as the moft 
ufelefs Part of the Community, when they; fee the 
Confideration of their Trade poftpon’d, eg: 
Year, for Matters of far lefs Significancy of Nafional 
Benefit. They obferve, with deep Concern, the 
Legiflature beftowing its Attention on many publick 
and private Matters of little Moment, if’ compar'd 
with the Woollen Trade, whilft this Source of all our 
Wealth is wholly difregarded and negle@ted. The 
poor Manufaéturers are not confcious of having done 
any thing that fhould bring them and their Com-

But if ‘ris not, as moft 
un‘oubtedly it isnot, why fhall we deny ther People 
a Cruft if we ourfelves are to gain the reft of the 
Loaf by the Bargain? The Gain of /reland muft al- 
wayscentre with us here; and tho’ it did not, Self- 
Intereft fhould induce us to part freely with a litrle in 
order to acquire a great deal. —— Every oppreffive 
Step we have taken, with relation to /Jreland has 
been lefs injurious to that Kingdom than to this; and 
every fuch Step has been of Advantage to our Foreign 
Rivals. The French Woollen Manufactures have 
rofe on the Ruinsof the [rid ; and we were fo blind 
as not to fee this Confequence when we compeli'd the 
Artizans of Jreland to fertle in France. —— We 
prohibited the Importation of live Cattle from Ireland, 
with a View, no doubr, of raifing the Price of our 
Land ; but isnot the whole Nation now fenfible of 
the Miftake ?

Are we fo far fciz’d with 
want of Charity as to injure ourfelves by an ill- 
grounded Prejudice to a People, for any thing that 
appears, as fincerely Loyal as any other of his Ma 
jefty’s ig 5 ? Should not we look upon them in 
another Light, if the Sea had not fever'd that 
Country from this? And can fuch a Separation 
_weigh with a wile, generous Nation, fuch as ours 
wou'd be reputed ? Should we make any weak, in- 
vidious Diftinctions, fch as are, and have been 
"made, Time out of Mind, it- 7reland had been 
join’d to any Part of this Iffand? There is not a 
Man io England wou'd not anfwer in the Negative ;

PERSUADED then, Sir, that you are warm in the

As for the Bounty payable on Exportation, by way 
of. era ERC It muft be admitred that the 
Taxes affe ing the Confumprtion of the Manufacturer 
prevents him from working fo cheap as to be abie to 
fell his Manufacture as reatonable at Foreign Markets 
asthe French can. Therefore, as fuch Taxes cannot 
immediately be abolifh’d, a Bounty adequate to the 
Proportion the ManufuQurer is fuppos'd to pay during 
the Time fach and fuch Pieces af Goodware @rough 
up in, will enabie rhe Workman to fell bis Labour” 
ai chéap as if no Tax had been laid upon his Con- 
fumption of Beer, Soap, Candles, Scather, Salt, &e. 
The Calculation of fuch Proportion will be far lef 
difficulr than many would imagine, and, when once 
made, will ferve as a Standard whilft the Bounty coa- 
 tinues. 

Ir it fhould be thought expedi-nt to encourage 

the Woollen Trade by a Bounty, fuch as mention'd 
above, there needs no great Reafoning to prove that 
a Fund for fuch Encouragement fhould be raifed on 
the Excefles of thofe Vain and Wealthy. The thing 
fpeaks itfelf; and the Luxury of the Age we live ia 
feems to requi.e Legiflative Inter pofition. 
Be rors I quit this Part of my Subjc&, I fubmit 
it to you, Sir, whether fome fmall Bounty ought 
not to be allowed on Wool import:d trom Jreland, 
that the /rijb might be induced to fend us their Wool, 
and thai they ov find their Account more iu fend- 
it tq,us than to France. 

I am fo fenfible of the Advantages which France 
has acquir'd over us in our darling Woollen Trade, and 
fo fa:isfied that we fhould be able to bear them quire 
out of it by the Affiftance of Jreland, that 1 could 
with ic might be thought confiitent with our Intereft 
to admit the Jrijb into fome Share, even of the Afa- 
nufatture. For Inftance, fuppofe they were permitted 
-to export certain Species of Manufacture, fiich as 
fhould interfere moft with the French, on Rritih Bom 
toms; fuppofe again, they fhould be allowed to im- 
port here Goods not perfe&ly manufactured, that 
we may have the Benefit of the Mclioration —I am 
for trying every Expedient for the Redrefs of our 
Woollen Trade, whilft yet it is recoverable.
